Hesides, the rats, which cost us so much 
annually in cur efforts to destroy them, would 
prove much easier to exterminate. It might 
be argued that the removal in the evening 
would give annoyance to the people on account 
of the smel!emanating from the rubbish, but a 
careful, investigation would at once show that 
since accumulation is allowed to remain for so 
short a time there could not be any unpleasant 
smell, Again, it might be inconvenient ‘for 
the pig breeder to remove pig wash in the 
evening, but if an inducement was held out 
for the sole privilege of collecting it a premium 
would doubtless be forthcoming and the diffi- 
culty aveicome, The bye-laws made under 
the heading of Scavenging and Conservancy, 
Page 127, did not make a sufficient provision 
for the daily removal ‘of our house refuse. 

The President said that if Myr, Rumjahn's 
suggestion was adop ed it wuuld mean that the 
byelaws and conditions of the scavenging con. 
tract would have to be amended, and it would 
not improve the present state of afftirs, for the 
reason that the accumulation of rubbish fron 
Chinese catiag-houses and dumiciles where 
evening meals were partaken of would Ie 
until the afternoun of the following day, 
instead of being removed next morning, a 
was done under the present regia.

AMERICAN SCILEM 'O CAPTURE IT, 


PRONIBITIVE EXPORT DUTY ON TIN ORE. 

We are enabled to-4ay (says the S nvapore 
free Press, of véth ul) to make the following 
very important statement conceming the un 
mining industry of the Federa ed Malay States, 
supplemented as that is by the tin-smelting 
industry now carried on largely in the Colony, 
at Singapore and Pera -g. 

The Government of the Federated Malay 
States have always maintained close control 
over the production ¢f tin, to which they owe 
So much of, their prosperity and progress. 
Prior to 1887 the export’ of tin ore was pto- 
inbited, but this rule was relaxed in so far that 


‘f export for melting within the limits of the 


Colony permitted. The Government are now 
about to emphasise these conditions by impas- 
ing a ‘prohibitive duty on exporis of tin-ore 
outside the Colony, , ‘ 

The grounds for this action sre obvious 10 
any one familiar with the tin trade and with’ 
tne history of the Native States. The Govern. 
ment of the Federated Malay States cant @ 
allow any change to occur in the conditions of 
the Suaits Tin trade whicn inight lead eventu- 
ally to the serious disadvantage of the nining 
community, and of.the States Revenue, It is 
essential in-the interests of British Malaya that 
its chief product should be shipped in a ‘form 
that will render-it safe against the protectionist 
tariff of consuming countries, and maintain the 
Straits markets as the chief distributing point 
for the world’s tin trade, 

Iv is well known that an American Syndicate 
aims at buying up tin ore in the Qtraits, ship- 
ping it to New York, and there smelting and 
tefining it for the market, 

Ifsuch a trade were p rmitted to be estab: 
lished the possible effects on the Straits 
night be disastrous. The smelting and refining 
of tin in America would be considered as a 
new industry.’ Protection would eventually be 
sought, and could not be refused. An impor 
duty.on the metallic tin as shipped from the 
Straits would be imposed, And forthwith the 
American market, by the mere Operation of 
such a duty, would be closed te everyone but 
the American smelters, | ; 

The effect on the Straits can easily be esti- 
mated, At preseat America consumes 70% of 
the whole of the Straits production, (heconsump- 
tion is rapidly growing, and ina few years will 
probably equal the Straits output, Ifthe Straits 
have to find an outlet for at least 7¢/4 of their 
pr.duction through the single channel of the 


American smelters, what will be the position of | 


the Tin mines vs-d-vds the American smelter? 
Obviously, the position will be that the miner 
will be at the mercy of the exporter of ore, as 
the man who buys 70% of the production will 
be able to make prices what he likes, as against 
the buyers of 30%, and the miner. 

“> [tis also obvious that whereas the Straits now 
possesses ample facilities for smelting a_ much 
larger production than now exists, the.removal 
from ‘the Straits of 70% of the ore would cause 
the disappearance of fully two-thirds’ of such 
smelting f.cili ies, and as this occurred ‘he posi- 
tion of the ininer would get worse “nd worse.

It sounds 
dull, except for the banker; but after all, it is 
the stake that makes the gamble; and fan-tan 
excites the coolies sufficiently to make some af 
then’ lose the whole of their savings and seek 
refuge in death. Of China itself our author 
says of the people they are scrupulously honest
